To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Scarborough  Rural  District  Council, 

I'ir,  Chairman,  My  Lords,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  putting  before  you  my  annual  report  for  1959,  I  would  draw  your 
attention  to  the  following  points:- 

Once  again  deaths  slightly  exceed  births  and  the  increase  in  population 
results  from  immigration  into  the  new  centres  of •  development  in  the  district. 

It  is  obvious  that  this  development  is  urban  in  essentials  and  does  not 
follow  from  a  revitalising  of  rural  life  in  the  villages. 

The  vital  statistics  follow  closely  the  pattern  of  the  national  figures 
and  are  generally  satisfactory/-. 

Finally  I  would  mention  the  comparatively  small  number  of  notifications 
of  infectious  disease  and  in  particular  the  absence  of  any/-  notification  of 
pulmonaryr  tuberculosis. 

The  Officers  of  the  Council  and  the  Health  Committee  have,  as  usual, 
earned  my  thanks  for  their  co-operation  and  interest.
